REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1 -20 
are allowed. 

Prior art of record fail to disclose a coil, respectively, are arranged in series 
comprising end connectors arranged at the faces of the stator or the rotor, respectively, 
which connect the conductor bars extending across several grooves, wherein the 
conductor bars are arranged in a neighbouring relationship in each of the grooves 
comprising conductor portions of different length projecting beyond the faces of the 
stator or rotor, respectively, and the end connectors are at least partially arranged 
layered in tiers in the axial direction at the faces of the stator or the rotor, respectively, 
and including other combined features as recited in claim 1 , 9 and 17.
